blank spaces after finishing a 

paragraph. To most people it was 
meaningless, and not a lew took it 
io be a, Quadrille Club, indeed they 
ate on record under this name at 
the Lexington Opera House ; and 
Others have SOUght the dictionaries 
lor enlightment, only to be con- 
fronted with the definition " Evil ; 
bad," and perhaps gel a wrong 
impression of the club.

flag, he proceeded with a compari- 
son of our merchant trade on the 

sea with Other nations. Lew Am- 
erican Hags are nowadays floating 
on Hie ni.isis of the great steamers 
in _ Comparison with the Hags oi 
other nations. While he showed 
us the strength and importance oi 
the British merchant marine, he 
conveyed the Information that at 

one period in the history of cur 
country, we possessed ninety-two per 
. cut. of t he trade bj bo u Al thai 
time, the population of our country 
was but four or live millions, w 
as, in contrast with Hie Hade we 
.oi to-day, with a po- 
pulation of seventy millions, our 
trade is only eleven per cent. ! 
".lust think of it." he said, " that 
in a time like this when we are 
situated in the midst of two great 
continents, Europe, on the east, and 

on the west, — with our great 
wealth, unlimited resources, our 
exlciisiveand diversified know ledge, 
we possess but eleven per cent Of 
Hi. trade." 

At Hie conclusion of his remarks, 

he expressed ii as his hope that 

would, in a short time, 

awaken itself to the necessities of a 

er merchant marine, and get 

back tie trade we have been losing 

through the superior diplomacy of 
our English rivals. 

Mi . Ballard is a lecturer of no 
mean ability, and the way he hand- 
led his subject showed plainly how 
well-versed he was in the doings of 
our merchant navy, and as he 
made no reference to ,-uiy notes 
whatever, the led nre was al] the 
more interest ing and highly ap- 
preciated.
